Several  railroads  are  uniting  with  air 
transport  companies  to  give  48  hour 
ervice  across  the  nation.  Passengers 
rill  be  carried  on  the  train  at  night 
nd  on  plains  in  the  daytime. 

As  a consequence  of  this  announce- 
iient,  all  stock  in  companies  manu- 
acturing  air  planes  or  parts  took  an 
mprecedented  advance.

The  Caspian  Fenn,  several  nests  and 
eggs  were  observed;  the  Farstcr  Tern 
was  probably  building  on  • the  island 
but  no  eggs  were  found.  Two  mal- 
lard duck  nests,  one  with  seven  eggs, 
and  one  with  eight,  were  found,  and 
a careful  observation  made.  A Kill- 
Deer  and  her  nest  of  two  young,  per- 
haps not  more  than  two  days  old  were 
seen.  Pelicans,  Spotted  sand  piper  and 
western  wiliet  and  two  species  of 
swallow  were  also  observed.

ORVAL  HAFEN 
IS  AWARDED 
SCHOLARSHIP 


Writer  Dopes  Probable  Win- 
ners tFrom  Strong  Field; 
Aggies  Past  Champions 


Young,  A.  C.  Expected  to  Run 
Close  Together  in  Points; 
All  Men  in  Fine  Shape 

With  unusually  evenly  matched 
teams,  the  Young  university,  Agricul- 
tural college  and  University  of  Utah, 
will  clash  in  the  official  state  track 
and  field  meet  on  University  Hill  at 
Provo,  tomorrow,  to  determine  who 
shall  do  downjn  history  as  this  year’s 
state  victors. 

For  the  past  four  years  the 'A.  C, 
has  been  chronicled  as  the  pioneer 
state  title  holder  in  the  track  and 
field  combats.  This  is  principally  due 
to  their  policy  of  picking  men  through 
out  tbe  west  who  will  build  a state 
or  conference  team. 

With  no  men  on  the  sick  list,  prD-,-' 
per  scheduling  of  events,  and  adequate 
track  and  field  preparation,  the  “Y” 
Cougar  team  has  dual  meet  strength 
easily  as  good  as  that  of  the  Utes  or 
Aggies,  but  the  Logan  gathering  last 
week  spelled  hard  luck  for  the  Alma 
Mater.  However,  with  Coach  Hart 
judicously  saving  the  “Y”  sprinting 
ace,  Rowe,  from  competition  at  Lo- 
gan, home  field,  and  the  boys  in  race- 
horse eagerness  to  give  all  for  the 
“Y,”  Brigham  Young  looks  good  to 
push  the  Farmers  hard,  and  possibly 
garner  the  victory  laurels. 

In  looking  over  the  figures  on  the 
Utah-U.  A.  C.  meet,  17  firsts  were 
won  by  the  Aggies  and  10  left  to 
Utah.  Most  of  Utah’s  points  came 
by  second  and  third  places,  and  if 
these  places  can  be  duplicated  in  to- 
morrow's meet,  the  Redskins  can  look 
for  a victory.  However,  the  “Y”  is 
going  to  figure  in  on  the  Crimson  as- 
pirations, and  chances  are  that  these 
men  will  be  dropped  back  and  not 
place. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  U.  A.  C.  has 
a number  of  men  who  are  unques- 
tionably booked  for  firsts.  Worth- 
ington in  the  hurdles  seems  to  be  the 
favorite.  Burke  stands  in  high  estima- 
tion in  the  mile  and  two  mile  events, 
and  Smart  topk  the  pole  vault  from 
both  the  “Y”  and  Utah.  Hawley  did 
the  same  in  the  shot  put.  And  with 
Phillips,  Stewart  and  Meyers,  the  A. 
C.  are  considered  by  some  as  in  linq 
for  a fifth  state  meet  title. 

The  B.  Y.  has  two  good  field  men 
in  Reeves  and  Corbett,  and  who  will 
take  care  of  the  hammer,  shot  and 
javelin.  Rowe  will  be  in  shape  for 
the  fashes,  low  hurdles  and  broad 
jump.  Miller,  running-mate  with 
Rowe,  makes  good  time  in  the  100 
and  220.  And  the  Young  relay  teams 
are  being  considered  very  serious 
contenders  for  about  ten  points. 

The  100-yard  dash  favors  “Y”  first 
and  Utah  second  and  third;  with  a 
second  and  third  for  Young  in  the 
220  and  Utah  first.  In  the  440  sprint 
the  meet  is  doped  for  Utah  first,  ‘Y’
